Austin V. Johnson was re- 
turned to Clayton today to face 
prosecution in the killing of the 
wife he said he “loved more 
than myself.” 

He surrendered to police yes- 
terday at the home of an aunt 
in Lilbourn, 165 miles southwest 
of St. Louis. Giving up docilely, 
Johnson said he could not re- 
member anything that happened 
between about noon and 4 p.m. 
Friday when his wife, Elizabeth 
Jane, and her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Albert Bruce. were killed. 

Three persons who - witnessed 
the killing of the 40-year-old Mrs. 
Johnson picked Johnson out of a 
police lineup today at Clayton 
police headquarters. He has been 
charged in a warrant with the 
murder of his wile 

Because Johnson denied ever 
owning a hunting knife such as 
the one reportedly used in the 
stabbing of his wife, Clayton 
police appealed to store owners 
and employes in the event some- 
one could recall selling such a 
weapon to Johnson last Friday. 

Johnson’s surrender at about 
3:15 p.m. yesterday ended a 
manhunt of almost two days. He 
said his aunt, Mrs. Ama White, 
65-year-old widow, “convinced 
me that giving up was the right 
thing to do.” Until talking to 
her, Johnson said, he had hoped 
to flee to Mexico or South 
America. 

Went to Work Friday. 

In the Stoddard county jail at 
Bloomfield early today, while 
waiting for St. Louis county and 
Clayton officials to take him to 
Clayton, Johnson said in an in- 
terview he recalled waking up 
Friday about 6 a.m. at his home 
at 441 Greeley avenue, Webster 


Groves. He went to McDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. where he has 
worked as a mechanic for 15 
years. 


Feeling nervous and upset, he 
left at 11:30 a.m., drew his pay- 
check, got in his automobile and 
stopped at a service station to 
get gasoline. 

“And then,” he 
mind goes blank.’’ 

Several hours later, alone in 
his car traveling toward Bell 
City, home of his mother and 
stepfather, Johnson said he 
heard a radio news broadcast 
telling of the three killings and 
naming him as wanted. 

“The voice was a shock that 
returned me to my senses,” he 
said. “I kept going because | 
was scared and wanted to get to 
my mother’s.” 

Witnesses said Johnson had 
walked into. the third-floor office 
of Massachusetts Mutual Insur- 
ance Co., 7710 Carondelet avenue, 
Clayton Friday afternoon, argued 
with his wife, then stabbed her 
in the back five times. 

A little later, the bodies of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bruce were found shot 
to death in their home at 1106 
South Berry road, Webster

“No control’ from the 
pilot of a falling Northwest Air- 
lines Electra provided a major 
clu. today for investigators seek- 
ing the cause of a crash yester- 
day that took 37 lives. 

Thirty-two passengers—includ- 
ing a mother and her four young 
children—and the crew of five 
died as the Florida-bound North- 
west Airlines flight ended in a 
muddy field southwest of O'Hare 
International Airport within a 
minute after takeoff. There were 
no survivors. 


The Electra crash was the 
sétond major disaster in the 
Chicago area this month. On 


Sept. 1 a Trans World Airlines 
Constellation crashed near sub- 
urban Clarendon Hills after its 
departure from Midway Airport. 
Seventy-eight persons died in 
that accident, 

The final words from the plane 
as it fell from a height estimated 
variously at 200 to 300 feet were 
recorded at the O’Hare control 
tower. Other words from the 
pilot or co-pilot of the doomed 
plane were lost in an overlay 
from another pilot calling the 
control tower. tants will be 


made to separate messages on 
the record. 


“We are going to have the 
tape examined by the finest 
analysts in the country,” said 


Najeeb Halaby, Federal Aviation 
Agency administrator, who flew 
from Washington to direct the 
investigation. 

Allan S. Boyd, chairman of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, said 
that ‘‘so far as we know, there 
were no malfunctions’ in the 
Electra before it crashed. Hala- 
by said: ‘‘There is no reason 
to believe there’ was any explo- 
sion within the aircraft that 
would be the result of a bomb 
or sabotage.” 


The flight originated in Mil- 
waukee. It was bound for Miami. 

At Chicago, the plane took on 
24 passengers. Eight had 
boarded the plane in Milwaukee. 

At 8:56 a.m. the big ship took 
off in perfect weather. A minute 
later it had crashed, broken 
apart and burned. 

Alfred M. Coutu, a disabled 
Korean war veteran and factory 
worker from Waukegan, Ill., saw 
the crash which killed his wife 
and four children. 

Coutu escorted his wife,

Mrs. Howard Tate was found 
shot to death early today in the 
bedroom of her home at 7418

husband, who also was shot and 
seriously wounded, was unable 
to make a statement. He was 
reported in serious condition at 
St. Louis County Hospital. 

The body of Mrs. Tate,. 32 
years old, a former beauty con- 
test winner, was found nude on 
the bed. A swimming jacket 
was over the body. 


Police Chief Albert J. Talley 
of Hazelwood said Mrs. Tate 
had been shot in the head four 
times with a_ .22-caliber rifle. 
Tate had been shot twice in the 
chin, and the bullets had ranged 
upward into his head, Tate, 47, 
is assistant to the president oi 
a Hollywood (Calif.) cosmetics 
firm, it was reported. 


Shots Awaken Boy. 


The shooting was reported by 
Daniel Roy Diamond, 13, Mrs. 
Tate’s son by a previous mar- 
riage, Chief Talley said. The 
boy told police he was asleep 
in another bedroom and was 
awakened by the shots. 

He said that his stepfather 
and mother had been drinking 
and quarreling yesterday and 
last night. 

The family had gone to Lake 
of the Ozarks yesterday and had 
returned about 6 p.m., the boy 
told police. There were no signs 
of a struggle, and no notes were 
found, police said. They re- 
ported finding three empty whis- 
ky bottles in the home.

NEW YORK, Sept. 18 (UPI)— 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 
‘deeply distressed”’ at the death 
ot Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold, conferred today with 
Ambassador Adlai Stevenson on 
strategy for the United Nations 
General Assembly session open- 
ing tomorrow. 

Rusk also was in touch with 
his top aids here and in Wash- 
ington concerning the Berlin- 
German crisis on which he will 
meet later this week with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko. 

Rusk will’ seek to test Soviet 
sincerity as a prelude to possible 
full scale East-West negoiations. 

Council Convened. 


The Security Council was 
quickly called to meet late today 
to consider a successor to Ham- 
marskjold. The Charter makes 
no provision for the automatic 
succession in the event of che 
death of a Secretary General. 

The Secretary General 
elected by the General Assembly 
upon the recommendation of the 
Security Council. 


The Council president, Ambas- 
sador Nathan Barnes of Liberia, 
acted shortly after the U.N. in- 
formation chief, Hernane Tav- 
aras De Sa, read an official an- 
nouncement of Hammarskjold’s 
death to a press conference. 

Shortly after U.N. officials re- 
ceived word of his death, guards 
removed the flags of the 99 
member nations which fly be- 
fore U.N. headquarters and then 
lowered the U.N. flag to half 
staff in memory of the Secretary 
General. 

Kennedy Expresses Sorrow. 

In Washington President Ken- 
nedy expressed ‘‘profound sor- 
row.”’ He said he spoke for all 
Americans. 


The death of Hammarskjold 
caused new uncertainty as to 
whether Mr. Kennedy will decide 
to speak before the Assembly. 


Rusk declared Hammarskjold’s 
death ‘‘in the line of duty calls 
for fresh dedication to the prin- 
ciples of the Charter and to the 
United Nations at a time when 
its success is of critical impor- 
tance to the entire world.” 

Stevenson issued a statement 
saying Hammarskjold “‘died as 
he lived, a soldier of peace—one 
of the greatest of our age. I 
have lost an esteemed friend and 
the world a great servant.” 

The news of Hammarskjold’s 
death gave rise to concern over 
the future of the United Nations 
because of a threatened East- 
West deadlock over the choice of 
a successor as Secretary Gen- 
eral. 


A move was reported to post- 
pone the opening of the sixteenth 
regular session for three days to 
sort out the confusion. 

Chakravarthi V. Narasimhan 
of India, an under secretary for 
special political affairs, was 
named by Hammarskjold on 
June 12 as his “chef du cabinet,” 
designating him as principal as- 
sistant to the Secretary General. 
But Narasimhan’s appointment 
carried no suggestions of succes- 
sion.

- RUSSIA WARNS 
WILL ATTAGK 
STRAY PLANES 


Charges Two Bonn 
Craft Deliberately 
Violated Red Terri- 
tory in Berlin Flight.

MOSCOW, Sept. 18 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union says two West Ger- 
man fighter-bombers that strayed 
across East German territory to 
Berlin were sent deliberately. It 
threatened to shoot down ‘‘any 
violating military fighting air- 
craft“ in the future. 

A protest note yesterday was 
directed at the West Germans. 
It did not make clear whether 
the threat applied to United 
States, British and French mili- 
tary planes which might wander 
off course from the three air 
corridors linking: west Germany | 
with Berlin, 110 miles inside 
Communist East Germany. 

The Soviet note, delivered to 
the three Allied occupying pow- 
ers and West Germany, said: 

“In similar cases in the future 
any violating military fighting 
aircraft which refused to obey 
the demand to land in the indi- 
cated place will be destroyed by | 
the use of all means, including 
rockets.”’ 

Mechanical Failure. | 

The West German government | 
has blamed mechanical] failure 
for the flight of two F-84 jet 
fighters last Thursday that ended 
at Tegel airport in the French 
sector of Berlin. The Bonn gov- 
ernment apologized to the occu- 
pying powers—including Russia. 

Rejecting the West German 
apology, the Soviet note charged 
the flight was ‘“‘a prearranged 
provocation—to exacerbate the 
atmosphere in the world to the 
breaking point and nip in the 
bud any opportunity of agree- 
ment being reached ... on 
urgent international problems.”

A United Na- 
tions security guard was pulled 
from the wreckage alive. He was 
identified at U.N. headquarters 
in New York as Harold Julian, 
a United States national. 


The guard told fescuers that 
just before the plane crashed 
there was an explosion, followed 
by several smaller explosions. 

The man said Hammarskjold 
at the last minute had changed 
his mind about wanting to land 
at Ndola for a meeting with 
Tshombe and ordered the pilot 
to change course. The crash 
came a few minutes later. 

Engines Damaged Earlier. 


Two engines of the four-engine 
plane had been damaged early 
yesterday in an attack by a Ka- 
tanga jet fighter on the airport 
at Elisabethville where the plane 
was parked, a U.N. official in 
Leopoldville reported. The plane 
later flew to Leopoldville to pick 
up Hammarskjold for the flight 
to Ndola.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Sept. 18 (AP)—Dag Hammar- 
skjold was a cooly poised diplo- 
mat who searched the world for 
the makings of peace. He came 
under fierce attack, but he in- 
sisted that nothing mattered but 
the United Nations and its ef- 
forts to safeguard the peoples of 
the world. 

Many persons disagreed with 
some of his methods and with 
the usefulness of the U.N. itself. 
But few questioned the bachelor 
Swede’s dedication to his job. 

He was the second Secretary 
General of the United Nations, 
the organization that grew out 
of World War II.

attack on the Secretary General. 
Denounced by Reds. 

Last year the Soviet Union de- 
nounced him as a willful tool of 
imperialists because of the way 
he was carrying out U.N. policy 
in The Congo. 

Soviet Premier 
demanded that Mr. Hammar- 
skjold resign and announced 
that the Soviet Union would no 
longer recognize him as Secre- 
tary General. Khrushchev 
manded the creation of a three- 
headed secretariat—the so-called 
Troika plan. 

Though angered hv the attack, 
Hammarskjold calmly refused 
to resign. It was not his future, 
but that of the U.N. that was at 
stake, he said. 

“Tt is not a question of the

man but of the institution,”’ wus 
the way he put it. 

World peace would be en- 
dangered, he said later, if the 


U.N. rejected the principle of 
an international secretariat di- 
rected by a truly independent 
chief executive. 

Mr. Hammarskjold’s courage 
in refusing to quit under fire per- 
mitted the United Nations to go 
on functioning without the neces- 
sity of agreeing on a new Secre- 
tary General or a substitute for 
the present secretariat. 

Lie’s Resignation. 


His predecessor, Trgyve Lie, 
resigned in the fall of 1952 after 
falling out. with the Russians 
over Korean policy. It took 
many months of wrangling be- 
fore a compromise was reached 


on Mr. Hammarskjold as Lie’s 
successor. 
Mr. Hammarskjold took the 


office April 10, 1953, and was 
in the middle ‘of his second five- 
year term when Khrushchev be- 
came angry because of his fail- 
ure to favor former Congo Pre- 
mier Patrice Lumumba. 

Slight, sandy-haired, blue-eyed, 
Mr. Haminarskjold already was 
known as a quick-thinking econ- 
omist and a master of the art 
of compromise when he went tc 
the $55,000-a-year U.N. post. 

He had been deputy foreign 
minister in Sweden and vice 
chairman, of the executive com- 


mittee of the Organization 
for European Economic Co- 
operation. 


His task as Secretary General 
took him on many and varied 
international missions. These in- 
cluded his successful trip to 
Red China in 1954 to seek the 
release of 11 United States air- 
men held prisoner, and another 
to the Middle East in 
shore up Israeli-Arab armistice 
agreements shaken by border 
raids. 


He speedily set up the U.N. |

He received degrees in law 
and political economy from 


Sweden’s Uppsala University and 
taught economics for a time at 
the University of Stockholm. In 
1936 he entered Swedish govern- 
ment service as secretary gen- 
eral of the Department of Fi- 
nance, and entered the diplo- 
matic service in 1945. 

He liked mountain climbing, 
modern poetry, abstract art, 
serious music and long novels. 
He was a master of several 
languages, including English, 
Swedish, German and French. 

Pledge on U.N. Job. 


Mr. Hammarskjold was 47 
years old when he took the of- 
fice as U.N, Secretary General. 
He pledged that he would try 
to get along with everyone. 

“Ours is a work of reconcilia- 
tion and realistic construction 

. based on respect for the 
laws by which human civiliza- 
tion has been built,’’ he told the 
General Assembly in his inaugu- 
ral speech. 

Persons who had worked with 
him in Stockholm, in his diplo- 
matic posts and in the 0.E.E.C, 
and at other international tasks 
considered him a master of the 
art of compromise to gain a 
point. In addition, he was rated 
a brilliant speaker. 

Mr. Hammarskjold was credit- 
ed with much success in his one- 
man mission to the United States 
just after World War II to ex 
plain Sweden’s neutral role dur- 
ing the conflict and to dispe} ill 
feeling. 

Like Climbing Mountains. 

An enthusiastic mountain- 
climber, Mr. Hammarskiold said 
when he took over the U.N. post 
that climbing the Scandinavian 
peaks required “the qualities | | 
feel we all need today.” These 
he described as: 

‘Perseverance and patience, a 
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firm grip on realities, careful 
and imaginative planning, a 
clear awareness of the dangers 
but also of the fact that fate is 
what we make it and that the 
safest climber is he who never 
questions his ability to over- 
come al! difficulties.”’ 

Out of his numerous tough 
assignments, Mr. Hammarskjold 
developed a theory of “private 
diplomacy,”’ which he explained 
Feb. 5, 1958, in a speech at Ohio 
University. He said:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
~The House passed and sent to 
President Kennedy today a bill 
extending two school aid pro- 
grams for two years. It was the 
merest token of the ambitious 
school program Mr. Kennedy had 
sought, Passage was on a 342-to- 
18 roll call. 

The House vote was a formal- 
ity. The real fights had taken 
place long before in House com- 
mittees and on the floors of the 
House and Senate. 

The two-part bill passed today 
extends for two years the Na- 


tional Defense Education Act and 
the impacted areas program, de- 
signed to help. school districts 
with many children of federal 
employes. The total cost for the 
two is $900,000,000. 

Mr. Kennedy’s original pro- 
gram included a $2,500,000,000 
plan for federal grants for public 
school construction and teacher’s 
Salaries. Another section would 
have provided loans and grants 
for college scholarships and con- 
struction of college buildings. 

All this went down the drain in 
months of bickering and maneu- 
vering. The main roadblock de- 
veloped in the House rules com- 
mittee, where Representative 
James J. Delaney (Dem.), New 
York, joined conservatives to 
bottle up the school consrtuction 
and higher education programs 
Delaney contended the measures 
discriminated against parochial 
schools by providing no funds for 
them. 

Today is the start of what may 
be the last week of this session 
of Congress and it finds the Sen- 
ate, tangled in a dispute over a 
proposed change in rules to 
make it easier to end iflibusters. 

A day of maneuvering and 
talking lay ahead for the Sena- 
tors before they reach a key 
vote tomorrow o whether to 
put a time limit on the debate 
over the rules issue. 

The rules fight got under way 
in the Senate Saturday when 
Democratic majority leader Mike 
Mansfield, of Montana, moved 
to take up a measure that would 
permit filibusters to be halted by 
thrée-fifths of the Senators vot- 
ing-instead of two-thirds, as now 
required. 

If accepted it would mean that 
if atl Senators were present de- 
bate could be ended by a vote 
of {60 Senators instead of the 
present requirement of 67. 

With the support of Republican 
migority leader Everett Dirksen 
of Mfllinois, Mansfield filed a pe- 
tition signed by 21 Senators to 
lim§t debate on the motion. 

A two-thirds majority will be 
necessary for its adoption. 

Under the rules, the vote has 
to be taken one hour after the 
Seyate meets tomorrow. 

Mansfield said that if the de- 
bate-limiting move fails, he might 
under certain circumstances 
make one more effort before the 
session ends. He declined to say 
what circumstances he had in 
mind. 

He said that under other cir- 
curpstances, also undefined, “‘it 
may probably be best to let the 
matter go over since it will be 
On‘the calendar subject to call 
up+at any time in the next ses- 
sion.”’

A resident of MacArthur Hotel 
was killed and eight persons 
were taken to City Hospital suf- 
fering from the effects of smoke 
inhalations or injuries received 
in a fire yesterday in the 14- 
story hotel at Broadway and 
Chestnut street 

Burnett A. Botterman, 48 years 
old, was burnédfo death in his 
sixth floor room, where police 
said the fire of undetermined 
cause started shortly before 4 
p.m. Four persons remained in 
the hospital today and four oth- 
ers, including two firemen, were 
treated and released. Four resi- 
dents. of the hotel were carried 
down ladders by firemen and 
more than 100 other guests fled 
to safety without assistance. 

Bottermann, overcome by 
smoke and heat, fell back into 
his room when Firemen Arnold 
Zimmerer and Aldrich Janicek 
struggled unsuccessfully to pull 
him off a window ledge. 

Zimmerer told the Post-Dis- 
patch that “‘smoke was pouring 
from the window and the man ap- 
peared on the point of jumping 
as I climbed an aerial ladder 
toward him.”’ Zimmerer said he 
grabbed Bottermann’s leg ‘“‘but 
the fire let go with a tremen- 
dous burst of flame, and he fell 
into the room.” 

Firemen Retreat. 

Janicek joined in the effort to 
pull Bottermann across the ledge, 
but their efforts were unsuccess- 
ful, and the firemen were forced 
to retreat down the ladder. Bot- 
termann’s charred body was 
found later on the floor of his 
room. He was described as a 
long-time resident of the hotel 
and was semi-retired. 

The first alarm was turned in 
by Patrolman Carl Hallgren, 
who saw smoke issuing from 
sixth-floor windows. Four addi- 
tional alarms were turned in, 
with 35 pieces of apparatus re- 
sponding. Bottermann was  ob- 
served straddling the window 
ledge, waving his arms and 
shouting. 

Residents of the hotel who re- 
mained under treatment at City 
Hospital were: Miss Anna Kloe- 
fer, 75 years old, fractured left 
leg suffered in a fall on stairs; 
Barton Grant, 70, John Timlin, 59, 
and Mrs. Vincent Schulte, a 
clerk, smoke inhalation.

Menderes’s execution came 
just one week before the start 
of political campaigning for Tur- 
key’s Oct. 15 National Assembly 
election. 

It will be the first general 
election since the army junta 
overthrew Menderes May 27, 
1960, and the first major step 
toward the army's promised re- 
turn of power to civilian rule. 

One of the National Assembly 
candidates is Menderes’s son, 
Yuksel. He is a candidate of the 
recently formed New ‘Turkish 
party. Menderes is survived also 
by another son, who lives with 
his mother in Ankara.

Andrew M. Spheeris, president 
of Radio Station KWK, testified 
today that he repeatedly asked 
Donald E. Hamel, sales man- 
ager of the station, if the prizes 
in the station's ““Treasure Hunts” 
had been buried at the start of 
the contests. He said Hamel 
assured him they had. 

Appearing before a Federal 
Com munications Commission 
hearing examiner, Spheeris said 
that Hamel later informed him 
last March 28 that the prizes 
“were not hidden until about the 
end of the hunts.” 

Asked what he told Hamel, 
Spheeris replied, “Well | don’t 
recall exactly, but | probably 
cursed. I think I may have told 
him it was unbelievable, and | 
wouldn’t doubt that I might have 
said, as Hamel testified, ‘You're 
kidding,” because that is an ex- 
pression I frequently use.’’ 

Spheeris’s testimony was giv- 
en in a hearing being conducted 
by the FCC here as to whether 
the station’s license should be 
revoked on the ground that 
KWK detrauded listeners in the 
course of various contests. The 
hearing began last Monday. 

Hamel testified Thursday that 
prizes in two KWK ‘Treasure 
Hunt’’ contests were not hidden 
until at least three weeks after 
the contests began. Spheeris 
testified it had been his under- 
standing and belief that the 
prizes were to be hidden at the 
beginning of the hunts. 

On April 5 this year, Spheeris 
said, he called Robert M. Booth 
Jr., Washington attorney, and 
told him that he wanted Booth 
in St. Louis as soon as possible 
to check into certain material 
that might have a bearing on the 
case. 

“I did not tell Booth what 
Hamel had told me,’’ Spheeris 
said. ‘‘l may have been wrong, 
but I wanted him to make an 
independent investigation and 
didn’t want to create any prej- 
udicer in his mind.”’ 

Spheeris testified he talked with 
Booth on two later eccasions in 
April without disclosing the in- 
formation Hamel had given him. 
Spheeris said he was “very con- 
cerned, but I did not want to 
color the situation. 

He added that he wanted Booth 
and Jack Bloom, Washington at- 
torneys, ‘‘to get the story them- 
selves firsthand. | admonished 
Hamel before he went in to be 
interviewed by them to tell the 
truth.” 

The interview was conducted 
May 4. Following the interview, 
Spheeris said, he was told by 
the attorneys that Hamel had 
changed his previous story and 
now said he and William L. 
Jones Jr. had hidden the prizes 
on ‘the last day of each ‘‘Treas- 
ure Hunt.” At that time Jones 
was general manager of the sta- 
tion.

Deputy Coroner Joseph 
Quinn asked. A homicide squad 
detective replied that this was 
possible. 

There was no testimony at the 
inquest that two cars had been 
observed side by side on Cham- 
bers road before the automobile 
Hannon occupied went out of 
control and overturned. Police 
had quoted witnesses to that ef- 
fect after the shooting. 


Patrolman Follis testified that 
he found a 


.38-caliber revolver 
containing six discharged car- 
tridges under Hannon’s head. 


Ownership of the revolver has 
not been established, Follis told 
the coroner’ sjury. 
The jury found that 
died at Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital an hour after he was 
found. He was 57 years old and 
had lived with his brother in 
the 5900 block of Highland ave- 
nue since his release from the 
Missouri penitentiary last month.

Fined for Anti-Bomb Displays 


LONDON, Sept. 18 (AP)—Brit- 
ish pacifists by the hundreds 
filed through 11 courtrooms to- 
day to pay for breaking the law | 
in their mass pfotests against | 
nuclear weapons. 

A force of 4000 policemen early 
today completed the job of 
bringing to jail 1314 persons who 
attempted to stage a rally in 
London’s Trafalgar Square and 
then march on Parliament. 

At Dunoon, in Scotland, 315 
were arrested in two days of 
an attempted sit-down on roads 
to the United States missile sub- 
marine base in Holy Loch. 

Several famous persons went 
to jail in the fleet of police 
trucks and busses 

Among them was playwright 
John Osborne, playwright She- | 
lagh Delaney; actress Vanessa | 
Redgrave, daughter of Sir Mi- 
chael Redgrave; a Labor mem- 
ber of parliament, Fenner 

way, and Canon John Col- 
lins; Pi eptor of St. Paul’s Ca- 
thedral and a leader in the anti- 
bomb movement. 

They followed to jail Earl Ber- 
trand Russell, the 89-year-old 
philosopher-pacifist, who com- 
pleted a seven-day sentence to- 
day for refusing to promise to 


| 


keep the peace at the Trafalgar 
rally. His wife, who served a 
similar sentence, also was freed. 

Fines for offenders at Dunoon 
ranged from $8.40 to $42. 

In London, another 10 courts 
processed 656 offenders and gen- 
erally were more lenient. The 
fines ranged from $2.80 to $5.60 
and the offenders were given a 
week to pay. Another 658 of- 
fenders were freed on bail and 
will be dealt with later. 

Before being freed from his jail | 
cell, Russel] issued a statement | 
calling for an international re- | 
sistance movement against nu- | 
clear weapons. | 


“We call upon people every- 
where to rise against this mon- 
strous tyranny,” his statement 
said. ‘‘We call upon scientists 
to refuse work on nuclear weap- 
ons. | 

“We call upon workers to 
block (boycott) all work con- 
nected with them and to use 
their industrial strength in the 
struggle for life. 

“We will not tolerate the in- 
cineration of human beings be- 
cause governments are occupied | 
with idiotic matters of pres-| 
tige.”’

David Rebelsky, former St. Loui- 
san, Jack Mitchell, regional di- 
rector of the St. Louis Histadrut

Dr. Rebelsky was one of the 
founders of the Histadrut cam- 
paign in the United States to 
raise funds for the development 
of Israel. 

Mitchell said Histadrus, a man- 
power and development organi- 
zation, now Operates more than 
900 hospitals and clinics in Is- 
rael. The St. Louis Histadrut 
campaign this year has a goal 
of $100,000. Mitchell spoke at the 
Heman Park Community Center 
at a reception attended by about 
200 persons.

Rusk’s mood is one of pessi- 
mism and doubt. He is enter- 
ing the talks, for which no spe- 
cific day or hour has been set, | 
with the resolve that if Gromyko 
insists on talking about nothing 
but a peace treaty with East 
Germany then it will be futile to 
sit down at a conference table 
with the Soviets. 

An element of grave uncer- 
tainty was added today as the 
result of the death of United 
Nations’ Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskijold in a plane crash 
near The Congo border. His 
death is expected to cause con- 
fusion in the U.N. since Ham- 
marskjold and his conduct of 
the secretariat have been under 
violent attack by the Soviet 
Union. The problem of finding 
a successor acceptable to both 
the East and the West will 
confront Rusk—even beiore tae 
talks on Berlin—with an extraor- 
dinarily difficult task. 

THE OUTCOME of the elec- 
tions in Germany yesterday give 
little guidance for the immedi- 
ate future. Chancellor Adenauer 
failed to achieve what was his 
repeatedly stated goal during the 
election campaign—an outright 
majority for his Christian Dem- 
ocratic party. The returns show 
that Adenauer lost 5 per cent of 
his popular majority and 40 
seats in the parliament. 

This means that he will have 
to turn to either one or the other 
of the two minority parties, the 
Social Democrats or the Free 
Democrats. Repeatedly in a 
campaign, which became in- 
creasingly bitter after the seal- 
ing off of East Berlin on Aug. Wy, 
Adenauer said he would never 
go into a coalition with the So- 
cialists headed by his opponent, 
West Berlin's Mayor Willy 
Brandt. te 

The Western foreign ministers, 
trying first in Paris in early Au- 
gust and again here in Washing- 
ton this past week to agree on a 
negotiating position, have been 
handicapped by the fact of the 
German election campaign. 
was impossible to discuss any 
concessions that the West might 
eventually make so long as ‘ 
rumors of such concessions could 
have an impact on the campaign 
and on Adenauer’s chances to 
win a majority. 

THE MEETING ending here on 
Saturday achieved little other 
than a confirmation of previous 
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Joseph Strauss, minister of de- 
fense in the Adenauer Cabinet, 
took a strongly nationalistic line. 

WHAT ALL THIS adds up to, 
as Rusk one day this week sits 
down across from Gromyko, is 
that the American Secretary of 
State will have a very ill defined 
position on which to stand. Gro- 
myko can say, okay Mr. Secre- 
tary, I will tell you our position 
in a forthcoming negotiation if 
you will tell me what is the stand 
of the West. Rusk would be hard 
put to reply. 

It must be added that every 
effort is being made to keep 


'secret what will ultimately be 


the bargaining position of the 
West. This might finally be an 
agreement to ratify the present 
border in the East of the Oder- 
Neisse line, incorporating Po- 
land’s acquisitions after World 
War II, and in effect a de facto 
recognition of East Germany and 
the presence of East German 
agents on the access routes. 

Neither Rusk nor any other 
American official participating in 
the preliminary stage has been 
willing even to hint at what may 
eventually be concessions at a 
foreign ministers’ or a summit 
meeting. To disclose what might 
ultimately be the West's position 
would naturally give away the 
bargaining hand. There is great 
official concern here over leaks 
which would do just that. 

ONE THING THAT Rusk has 
discussed at length is the pos- 
sibility of a United Nations pres- 
ence in Berlin. This might take 
the form of permanent establish- 
ment of U.N. agencies in the 
western half of the city. West 
Berlin thus would be the scene

when he held his last minute 
meetings yesterday, prior to de- 
parture for New York, with the 
Earl of Home, the British For- 
eign Secretary. 

Home is meeting separately 
with Gromyko in New York. 
The British and American posi- 
tions are believed to be closely 
co-ordinated. 

DURING THE ELECTION 
campaign Adenuuer was widely 
criticized for failing to rally 
with sufficient speed to the ac- 
tion of the East German Com- 
munists in sealing the border 
between’ the two sectors of Ber- 
lin. He waited for more than a 
week before flying to West Ber- 
lin to meet with Mayor Brandt 
and assure the West Berliners | 
that the Federal Republic would | 
stand behind them under any 
and all circumstances. 

It was a bitter campaign that 
will make it difficult to come to 
agreement on a negotiating po- 
sition.

Our Stake in Germany 


On grounds of both morality and 
expediency, I do not think we should 
either recognize East Germany or 
try to ‘‘neutralize’ Germany. 


If NATO fails Germany, where 
will she go? How would we fee! if 
all the eastern United States were 
under a foreign conqueror, with 
barricades from New Orleans to 
the Canadian border, and fellow 
Americans shot before our eyes for 
trying to escape to us? How would 
we regard a government which 
tamely acquiesced in this and of- 
fered us no hope of a free and 
united America? 

Talk of a demilitarized Germany 
seems unrealistic to me. It would 
lead to a Communist Germany and 
our destruction. A defenseless Ger- 
many would be too great a tempta- 
tion to Russia. Morally, it is un- 
justified, as every nation has the 
right of self-defense. Could we 
defend her from internal and ex- 
ternal Communism? Could Europe 
be defended without Germany? She 
is the key to Europe and Europe is 
vital to us. 

We worry too much about public 
opinion in the “uncommitted coun- 
tries’ and too little about it among 
our allies, particularly France and 
Germany. It is foolish to treat 
weak countries as if they were 
strong, and dangerous to treat 
strong ones as if they were weak, 


Committed as we are to govern- 
ment by consent, we cannot keep 
Germany in subjection. We can 
only try to nourish democracy there 
and make her a reliable ally. Even- 
tually, she may become so strong 
that Russia will have to retreat 
from its European empire. But a 
strong, united, democratic Germany 
would be far less of a threat to Rus- 
sia than a West Germany led by a 
dictator bent on reunification and 
revenge. Russia may some day need 
the former kind of Germany in her 
relations with her dubious ally, 
China.

The opin- 
ion already has been heard that Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold exceeded his 
mandate. The death of Mr. Hammarskjold in 
an airplane crash injects a new note of tragedy 
into the situation, and will further compli- 
cate it. 

The intervention apparently was based on 
a resolution adopted Feb. 21 by the Security 
Council and subsequently indorsed by the 
Assembly. It authorized “the use of force, if 


necessary, in the last resort .., to prevent. fassional 


the occurrence of civil war.”

lution required a certain amount of subjec- 
tive analysis as a base. There could be more 
than one opinion on whether the action was 
a “last resort” or whether “civil war” was 
imminent. It is an objective fact, however, 
that white officers remained in the Katanga 
forces; the Central Government of Premier 
Cyrille Adoula believed Katanga would re- 
main in secession as long as the officers re 
mained. Mr. Adoula apparently asked the 
U.N. to drive them out. 


Mr. Hammarskjold certainly had the legal 
backing to make a strong defense of the U.N, 
action. But there still have been misgivings 
on the part of some U.N. members, even 
among anti-colonialists who were hopeful for 
the overthrow of the Katanga government, 
These persons saw the action as intervention 
in a nation’s internal affairs and wondered 
about the precedent that may have been set. 

Assuming the U.N. had the legal right to 
use force as it has done, was the action wise? 
Might there not have been a method that 
would have prevented bloodshed in a land 
that has already seen too much? As a practi- 
cal matter the answer will depend partly on 
the ultimate outcome. If Katanga can be 
brought firmly into the Central Government 
—and it must be if The Congo is to be an 
economically viable entity—it will be a major 
achievement. But it will not be a final answer, 
at least as far as the West is concerned. 


When the U.N. announced prematurely a 
few days ago that the Katanga secession had 
been crushed, Premier Adoula appointed 
Egide Bochely-Davidson as Katanga’s new ad- 
ministrator. Mr, Bochely-Davidson is thought 
by many Western diplomats to be strongly 
pro-Communist. He was Commissioner of 
State in the Communist rebel regime of Vice 
Premier Gizenga. And just what policy Mr. 
Gizenga intends to pursue is rather vague. 
It would be alarming if the U.N. were de- 
ceived into paving the way for a Communist 
regime imposed against the will of the Con- 
golese people. 


This is a development the U.N. must guard 
against. But for the moment, since the die 
has been cast, it must concentrate on the suc- 
cess of its military operation in Katanga. Suc- 
cess may raise new problems, but failure 
would be a disaster. 


Bertrand Russell in Jail 


Bertrand Russell’s reputation as one of the 
great thinkers of modern times is made, and 
no amount of nonconformist behavior in his 
latter years can unmake it. The British mag- 
istrate who fined him and sentenced him to 
jail for refusing to call off his proposed dem- 
onstration against nuclear weapons quoted 
the Book of Job: “Great men are not always 
wise, neither do the aged consider judgment.” 
True. And it may be true that Bertrand Rus- 
sell is unwise when he denounces Khrushchev, 
Kennedy, Macmillan and De Gaulle equally as 
“brutal and powerful men,” to please whom 
“all the private affections, all the public hopes, 
all that has been achieved in art and knowl- 
edge and thought, and all that might be 
achieved thereafter is to be wiped out.” 


It may be both unwise and untrue to say 
this, but there was a time when the British 
people would have been wise enough to let 
Bertrand Russell say it in freedom. We imag- 
ine his words will be remembered longer than 
the magistrate’s, if anything is remembered. 


The Runaway Ships 


An adequate merchant marine is vital for 
national defense and for that reason it is 
good to know that steps will be taken to set 
up a national policy on the “runaway flag” 
issue which was a major question in the ma- 
rine strike of last July. 


The runaway flag, or flag of convenience, 
issue refers to those American-owned ships 
which are transferred to Panamanian, Hon- 
duran or Liberian registry in order to enjoy 
lower taxes and operating costs. The 500 
American ships so registered total 11,000,000 
deadweight tons. In an emergency these 
ships could be returned to the American flag 
under agreements the United States has with 
the owners and the three friendly countries. 
They would be valuable naval auxiliaries. 

Practically all of these vessels are tankers 
or other bulk eargo carriers and so are not 
eligible for subsidies as are freighters and 
passenger ships. Under the United States 
flag, these ships would have to pay their 
crews three times as much as they now 
receive. 

The American merchant marine has been 
declining steadily, unable to compete with 
the low wages of foreign flags. Since 1958, 
American maritime unions have been seeking 
to gain control of the thousands of jobs these 
runaway ships represent. They relied heavily 
last July on a victory they ‘had won in the 
National Relations Board in the §.S. Sea Level 
case. The NLRB ruled that it had jurisdic- 
tion over unfair labor practices having a di- 
rect effect on trade between the United States 
and any foreign nation even if acts in question 
occurred in a foreign port or on a vessel fly- 
ing a foreign flag. 

If this decision stands, the unions will be 
strengthened even more in their fight for 
bargaining rights on runaway ships. But the 
owners still could transfer registry to friendly 
European nations. This would raise costs some- 
what, but the wages and taxes still would be 
below those for American flag shipping. Worst 
of all, these European nations are not now 
bound to return the ships in emergency. Thus 
our naval auxiliary would not be guaranteed 
as it is now js.

A Libertarian Library? 


The Milwaukee suburb of Elm Grove is 
concerned that its residents may be contam- 
inated by left-wing publications infiltrating 
from the Milwaukee Public library. This 
came out at a recent meeting to discuss a con- 
tract with the Milwaukee library to furnish 
books for the proposed Elm Grove library. 
Trustee Donald Wright said his town had a 
substantial number of citizens who “held con- 
servative, libertarian, and pro-American” con- 
victions and wanted such books in their li- 
brary. Most book reviews, he asserted, “were 
left of center, on the liberal side. When a 
conservative or libertarian type book is re- 
viewed in most cases it is given thumbs down 
treatment or ignored.” Mr. Wright was as- 
sured that the Milwaukee public library could 
furnish Elm Grove with the books it wanted. 


Well, we’re glad that’s settled. But we hope 
the conservative libertarians in Elm Grove 
will do more than read books that reflect 
their own views. It would not hurt them to 
consider an idea or two on the liberal side, 
just as the left wingers in Elm Grove, if any, 
could profit by reading the rightist types 
now and then. That, after all, is the idea of a 
library. 


Pay for Displaced Workers 


One new approach to the problem of work- 
ers thrown out of jobs by automation is con- 
tained in a labor contract between Armour & 
Co. and two labor unions. Certain employes 
displaced in the future by the meat packing 
firm’s modernization program will be entitled 
to $65 a week “technological adjustment pay” 
for 26 to 39 weeks, depending on length of 
service. The company has agreed to provide 
three-months notice of an intended close- 
down of a plant or department. During this 
period workers may look for other jobs or 
ask for transfers. If no transfer is available, 
employes with at least five years seniority 
will be eligible for technological adjustment 
pay. 

The contract does not, of course, help the 
employes who lost their jobs after Armour’s 
East St. Louis packing plant closed perma- 
nently in July, 1959. Fifty-six per cent of the 
1400 workers there are still unemployed. 

A labor-management committee headed by 
Clark Kerr, president of the University of 
California, since 1959 has studied the effects 
of automation on Armour employes. This 
committee developed the concept of pay for 
displaced workers in the new Armour con- 
tract and earlier undertook a modest retrain- 
ing program for displaced employes at Okla- 
homa City which was not too successful. Ar- 
mour’s new approach, together with the fed- 
erally-backed retraining program now pend- 
ing in Congress, should prove solid steps to- 
ward solving the problem of unemployment 
caused by automation. 


Refashioning SEATO 

The advice of Premier Sarit Thanarat of 
Thailand that the Southeast Asia Treaty Or- 
ganization should be refashioned “in such a 
way as to inject into it a new sense of put- 
posefulness and dedication” is sound. But 
what can be done? Premier Sarit implied that 
it might be a good idea if Britain and France 
withdrew from the organization because they 
are preoccupied with European problems. 

One of SEATO’s troubles from the. begin- 
ning has been its composition. Britain and 
France have former colonial interests in Asia 
but cannot be expected to think of Asians 
first. The other members are the United 
States, Australia, New Zealand, Pakistan, the 


Philippines and Thailand. Without such coun- . 


tries as Indonesia and India, SEATO can stand 


for little more than an Asian front for inter- 


ests elsewhere. , o- 

Whether any good purpose would be served 
by French and British withdrawal is doubt- 
ful. But certainly SEATO’s effectiveness is 
bound to be limited so long as some of the 
principal Asian countries it undertakes to 
‘protect are not members.

A U.N. Role in Berlin 


Canada’s Prime

The United Nations is limited by the 
fact that Berlin is part of the peace 
settlement with Germany and is there- 
fore, under the Charter, reserved for 
consideration by the victorious powers. 
However, if the Four Powers decide 
that they would like the United Nations 
to play a part, then there are roles 
the United Nations can play.

Mr. Khrushchev said in his interview 
with Mr. Sulzberger of the New York 
Times that he is not adverse to United 
Nations discussions if the Big Four 
agree. 

Various suggestions have been made. 
One is that the whole of Berlin City 
could be placed under the trusteeship 
of the United Nations with access guar- 
anteed by a United Nations force. 
There have been suggestions that the 
United Nations should be moved from 
New York to Berlin. Speaking for 
myself I may say that suggestion has 
no appeal. There has been the sug- 
gestion made by United States Senator 
Mansfield. 

I think the time has come when con- 
sideration might be given—and the 
United Nations might give considera- 
tion thereto—to the internationalizing 
of the City of Berlin under the United 
Nations and that its status continue 
under United Nations presence. I 
realize that this suggestion would not 
receive the support of Mr. Khrushchev. 
However, it at least would bring about 
a step forward in the assurance that 
if negotiations failed, the United Na- 
tions would have something to which it 
could give its attention. It would re-

quire uncontrolled access by the West. 
It would also require a willingness on 
the part of the Four Powers to agree. 

The possibility of developing a role 
for the United Nations as a means of 
achieving a solution to the Berlin prob- 
lem must necessarily be carefully ex- 
amined. In the past the United Na- 
tions has made notable contributions 
to the peaceful settlement of disputes. 

The United Nations could, to begin 
with, exercise the function of promoter 
of an agreement on the Berlin problem 
by providing a focus for world opinion 
which could have the effect of im- 
pelling the powers directly concerned 
to settle their differences by negotia- 
tion. 

Secondly, the United Nations could, if 
the powers concerned can be per- 
suaded to agree, act in various roles 
as observer to verify: the fact that any 
new agreement reached was being fully 
implemented in accordance with its 
provisions. ? 

Thirdly the United Nations could be 
assigned the more difficult task of op- 
erating an international regime in Ber- 
lin. The problem is one of selecting 
the role which is miost likely to con- 
tribute to the settlement of the Berlin 
problem in particular circumstances.

This means essentially that the role of 
the United Nations must be related to 
developments in negotiations toward @ 
settlement. 

The Four Powers have primary re- 
sponsibility in Berlin and must first 
enter into direct negotiations. There 
are some indications at the moment 
that there is a reasonable prospect of 
there being negotiations. Only if di- 
rect negotiations succeed might there 
be a possibility for providing a role 
for the United Nations, perhaps as 
guarantor of the agreement reached. 

It is important to remember that the 
effective introduction of the United Na- 
tions into Berlin could anly be done by 
the agreement of all the Four Powers. 
I need not say this may not be easily 
achieved. Whatever the difficulty 
might be, I think the little powers and 
other nations to be affected ty the out- 
come of the Berlin problem have a 
right of opportunity to be heard and to 
place their views clearly before a 
forum of most of the nations on earth, 
Furthermore I can think of the possi- 
bility of the United Nations role being 
that of an observer in the city or a 
supervisor on the access routes. Con- 
sideration of this possibility might fa- 
cilitate negotiations and if the idea 
were implemented it might provide a 
stabilizing element in what is bound 
to remain a sensitive area throughout 
the years.

Hitler was determined to make 
war, which he saw as a glorious 
culmination of policy. He would 
have felt cheated had Poland de- 
prived him of a conflict in 1939. 
Khrushchev wants the fruits of 
victory—but equally surely he 
hopes to obtain them without 
war. In fact his distaste for war 
as a means has created friction 
between him and the Commu-

Hitler was a violent neurotic 
racist who slaughtered Jews and 
gypsies for no other “crime” 
than their origin. Khrushchev 
has intimated in the past that he 
suffers the frequent Russian and 
Ukrainian prejudice of  anti- 
Semitism.

Khrushchev, shortly after the 
original Malenkov thaw, contin- 
ued to change Stalin’s Soviet 
prison into a tar gentler autoc- 
racy. He restricted the secret 
police and opened the doors of 
concentration camps. Whatever 
we may think of Khrushchev, he 
has made life better, not worse, 
for the average~Soviet citizen, 
much as he bullies the satellites 
and threatens the rest of us. 

If we wish to call Khrushchev 
names let us look for more ac- 
curate ones.

Homers off McBean. 

Musial, with a flair for the 
dramatic, hit a two-run homer 
off Al McBean in the sixth in- 
ning to boost the Card lead to 
3-0. The Redbirds scored in the 
first inning on the first of four 
singles by Curt Flood and Ken 
Boyer’s double with two out. 

Musial, who broke in with the 
Cards Sept. 17, 1941 at St. Louis, 
hit his first homer at Forbes 
Field a few days later off Rip 
Sewell.

Musial holds three important 
National League records and is 
on the verge of setting others.

TWO VAPOR CLOUD ROCKETS 
FIRED AT WALLOPS ISLAND 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (UPI) 
American and French scien- 
tists took advantage of favorable 
weather over the weekend to 
launch two vapor cloud rockets 
on the eastern seaboard. 

The first and most spectacular 
shot, fired Saturday night, cre- 
ated a 91-mile long vapor trail 
of orange and pink. The sec- 
ond, fired yesterday, made a 
76-mile-long yellow cloud. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration said both 
shots from its Wallops Island 
(Va.) test center, sent aloft in 
Nike Asp rockets, contained 
sodium vapor to test wind 
velocity, diffusion and air den- 
sity. The first also carried 
lithium to test high altitude air 
temperatures. 


CHARITY FUND GROUPS LACK 
FRANKNESS, LABOR MAN SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18 (AP) 
—Charity fund-raising groups are 
losing public support because of 
a lack of frankness about their 
operations, a union leader said 
yesterday. 

Joseph Beirne, vice president 
of the AFL-CIO and chairman of 
its Community Services Commit- 
tee, said that for ffve years there 
has been a downward trend in| 
individual contributions to volun- 
tary health and welfare agencies.

IT WAS FITTING indeed that a French dinner should be 
hosted by the American Dairy Association, since the French are 
famous for their wide use of dairy foods. Without his butter and 
thick cream the French chef would be a total loss; the thrifty 
French housewife also uses dairy products to create dishes which, 
while invented by her for their economical virtues, have become 


famous throughout the world.

Youngsters Entertain 


At Hull House in Chicago 


IN A ROOM at Hull House, es- 
tablished by Jane Addams in 
1889, youngsters served tea and 
pastries to the nation’s newspe- 
per food editors attending the 
Conference in Chicago. 

The refreshments were made 
by the children from recipes 
which one of the major proces- 
sors of evaporated milk is dis- 


tributing to youth groups across 
the country as part of their 
teenage cookery program. 

Russell Ballard, director of 
Hull House, explained that mem- 
bers of “friendship clubs,” 
formed under the auspices of 
the settlement house, gather 
there after school hours. 

Cooking classes are not of- 
fered, but the kitchens are avail- 
able whenever one of the clubs 
wants to entertain—and these 
youngsters want to learn to cook 
such typically American recipes 
as fudge and brownies. 


Touchdown Fudge. 


Two tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine. 

Two-thirds cup (small can) un- 
diluted evaporated milk.

She likes Mollon Bu-rand-o in “Wonai Jack.”

At the door, all the maids lined up. They all dabbed their 
eyes.

A CHARACTERISTIC of as- 
tronauts setting them apart from 
the general public is their ego- 
tism—their intense belief in 
their own abilities to solve any 
problem confronting them. 


“They regard themselves as a 
super-select group—and in fact 
they are,” says Dr. Carmault B. 
Jackson, the 37-year-old intern- 
ist in charge of the medical de- 
briefing of astronauts after they 
return from space flights. 


Dr. Jackson has lived with the 
astronauts for two years and 
has subjected two of them— 
Comdr. Alan B, Shepard Jr. and 
Capt. Virgil I. “Gus” Grissom 
to intense post-space-flight ex- 
aminations and question and an- 
swer sessions in the specially- 
built one-man hospital on Grand 
Bahama Island. 


One of the main reasons for 
Project Mercury is to gather 
data on human reactions and 
responses in comparatively short 
space flights close to earth. This 
is the information scientists 
need to plan for the comfort 
and safety of astronauts making 
the longer trips to the moon 
and, perhaps, to the planets be- 
yond, 

If this data is going to be of 
any value at all, Dr. Jackson 
and his associates must be sure 
of two things: 

1, They are collecting as much 
data as possible from the re- 
turning astronauts. 

2. The astronauts are telling

the truth in describing the 
events occurring in space and 
their reactions to them. 

This ig not to suggest that as- 
tronauts would withhold infor- 
mation or refuse to tell the truth 
about their flight. Far from it. 
“They are competitors,” Dr, 
Jackson points out. ‘“‘They com- 
pete in everything they do and 
that includes making observa- 
tions. They try to outdo each 
other in observing things.” 


Rather, the debriefing is de- 
signed to put the information on 
record before the astronauts for- 
get what happened and to take 
into consideration the  astro- 
nauts’ fundamental eg otistic 
trait. 


This trait, Dr. Jackson said, 
“might” make an astronaut 
“minimize something that was 
stressful” when telling the de- 
briefers of his flight. 

During his debriefing, Capt. 
Grissom’s doctors learned the 
astronaut really feared for his 
life while he bobbed in the wa- 
ter, waiting for a helicopter to 
rescue him. 

The hatch on his capsule had 
blown off prematurely and mys- 
teriously. The capsule began to 
sink and he had gotten out. Ov- 
erhead, the rotors of two heli- 
copters each created a 75-mile- 
an-hour downdraft (‘‘He was un- 
dergoing the force of two hurri- 
canes,”’ Dr. Jackson said) and 
his suit was leaking water 
through a vent he forgot to close. 

But Capt. Grissom never used 
the word ‘“‘frightened”’ in telling 
his debriefers about the experi- 
ence. “He didn’t call it fright, 
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he said he thought he was drown- 
ing,’’ Dr. Jackson said. But, he 
added, the debriefing questions 
elicited a description of a fright- 
ened man.

Then build a savings account 
with at least half a year’s income 
to pay for unexpected medical or 
hospital bills and to see you 
through other possible financial 
rough spots.

Canker sores can be stubborn and hard to cure. 
Among things that can cause them are allergy, irrita- 
tion from a jagged tooth, sensitivity to toothpaste of 
some particular type, or mouth wash or chronic gum 
infection. 

Another important possibility is that the trouble 
could stem from some fruit or vegetable to which one 
happens to have an unsuspected allergy. (Conversely, ) 
I heard of a case recently where taking more citrus 
fruits, vitamin C, caused cankers to disappear.) 


MOLNER: A year ago I had an operation for 
ulcers and 60 per cent of the stomach was removed. Since | 
then I have lost 25 pounds.

Combined Career, Marriage

NEW YORK, Sept. 18. 

THAT THE DEMANDS of 
marriage and motherhood in 
their fullest expression are not 
necessarily inimical to a fruitful 
professional career is a proposi- 
tion to which Margaret Millicent 
Carey McIntosh has often lent a 
persuasive tongue. In her case, 
however, this was demonstrated 
—not in words only, but in un- 
sparing deeds. 

It was while devoting the best 
of her executive and scholarly 
talents as fourth dean and first 
president of Barnard College 
that she also devotedly reared a 
family of four sons and a daugh- 
ter. If this meant that her sec- 
retary had to accompany her to 
the beauty parlor for under-the- 
dryer dictation, that was a mi- 
nor time-consuming service. 

On the very evening of her 
accession to office at Barnard. 
Mrs. McIntosh was discovered 
sweeping her vestibule in the 
sheerest housewifely zeal. Soon, 
however, such striking juxta 
positions of private and public 
pursuits will end. It has been 
announced that the 63-year-old 
educator would retire in June 
1962. She became dean of Bar- 
nard in 1947 and president in 
1952. 

Though qualified by a Ph.D. 
in English at Johns Hopkins

Dr. McIntosh, she was equally 
qualified by her marriage at 
the Homewood Friends Meet- 
ing House in Baltimore, Md., 
in 1932, to be called Mrs. Mc- 
Intosh, and she insisted on it.

| important to so many people as 
| Jerusalem (je -ROO-suh-lem), 
| This city is regarded as a holy 


place by Christians, Jews and 
| Moslems. 


Jerusalem is older than Rome. 
It has a written history going 
back 3400 years. It was a city 
before Rome became a village. 

For a time during its early 
history, the city was calfed 
“Urusalim,” meaning “City of 
Safety” or “City of Peace.” 
During one period it was an out- 
post of the Egyptian Empire. 
Later it became a center for the 
people of Canaan. 

After leaving Egypt, the an- 
cient Hebrews entered their 
Promised Land, and captured 
the city, taking it from the Jebu- 
sites. This event took place 
about 3000 years ago, while 
David was the Hebrew king. 

King David wanted a temple 
to be built, and set. aside a large 
space for the purpose. He failed 
to cafry out the plan, but his 
son, Solomon, erected the temple 
in later years, 

Solomon is best known of all

throne for 37 years, and became 
famed for his wisdom. 

A few years after the start 
of his reign, Solomon ordered 
the building of a large temple. 
Among other things, he wanted 
a place for the Ark of the Cove- 
nant, a box containing stone tab- 
lets with the Ten Commandments 
cut on the surface, This box 
was about four feet long, two 
feet wide and two feet high. 

After seven years of work, 
the Temple of Solomon was fin- 
ished. The main part of the 
structure is believed to have 
been 100 feet long, 33 feet wide 
and 50 feet high. ,
